was  in  1629,  elected  by  the  srovernor  and  company  of  Massachusetts  Bay  to  govern 
their  colony  in  New  England"  and  April  7.  1630,  sailed  from  Yarmouth.  England  will 
900  persons.  (He  died  at  Boston.  March  1649.)  Most  of  them  came  from  the  old  cit)  .1

In  1C6.5,  he  received  a  deed  from  his  mother-in-law,  Flizabeth  Harvey,  widow  of 
Michael  Milton,  of  fifty  acres,  for  love  she  bore  Thomas  Brackett,  "who  married  ray 
daughter,  Mary  Mitton."  In  1071,  he  received  deed  from  Elizabeth  Harvey,  widow, 
(her  second  husband  had  died)  for  natural  love  and  parental  affection  that  she  beareth 
her  son-in-law,  Thomas  Brackett,  and  Mary,  his  wife,  and  also  in  consideration,  that  he 
engaged  to  maintain  her  in  meat  and  drink,  apparel,  housing  and  lands,  purchased  by, 
her  first  husband,  washing,  lodging  and  all  other  things  necessary  and  convenient  for 
one,  as  usually  accustomed  in  this  place,  during  my  natural  life. 

In  consideration  her  son-in-law,  has  the  housing  and  lands  purchased  by  her  Srst 
husband,  Michael  Mitton,  of  her  father  George  Cleeves,  all  land  on  the  Xeck,  dwelling 
house,  out  housing,  tillage,  wood,  trees  etc.,  all  cattle  voting  and  old.  and  all  household 
stuff,  but  Thomas  is  not  to  sell  any  land  without  consent  of  his  wife,  and  if  his  wife  dies. 
he  is  to  enjoy  the  use  for  his  life  of  lands,  and  at  his  death  to  go  to  his  children. 

At  the  late  date  of  1727,  the  court  gave  administration  in  Thomas  Bracken's  estate 
to  his  son,  Joshua,  and  in  172s!,  the  court  gave  him  administration  on  the  estate  of  his 
grand-father,  Mitchell  Mitton,  who  had  died  in  1000.
